“His lectures are for the purpose of in 
ducing a further and enlarged objection 
to military service in the US armed forces, 
I don’t consider that the purposes of the 
application are bona fide.” 


-arole refused 


Later Stuart Morris was offered parole 
on condition of his not carrying on his 
lecture tour. Stuart Morris rejected the 
offer in the following statement, which he 
issued from Ellis Island: 

“tam grateful for the offer to parole. 
[ cannot accept the condition that I 
should not lecture or engage in any public 
activities pending my appeal. That 
would seem to me to acquiesce in the 
decision of the Special Inquiry Officer, 
which I cannot do, 

“IL came to the United States in per- 
fectly good faith and on a_ perfectly 
legitimate mission, for the pacifist has a 
moral right to be heard anywhere in the 
free world. I know of no reason why f 
should be excluded from the United 
States and debarred, whether hy my own 
voluntary act in accepting conditions or 
by actual exclusion from lecturing on sub- 
jects chosen for me by Americans whose 
integrity and record of service ta the 
community is beyond doubt.

The constant sense of 
expectancy, of waiting and hoping seems 
fo create an urge in them to get everything 
over 28 quickly as possible and then rush 
away Lo some other place, even if it is only 
the Assembly Hall, where some of ‘those 
who have been there for a long time, tend 
to allocate to themselves a table, to have a 
place they can think of as their own 


They come from every part of the globe 
and are on Ellis Islind for various reasons. 
Some simply overstayed their. permita; 
some are brought here because a relative 
or friend who sponsored (heir. visit: failed 
to turn up at the airport or the quayside 
when they avrived; there are prostitutes 
whom the police picked up and who are 
awaiting deportation: there are the peaple 
who ave what the Americans so quaintly 
call “security risks"; and there are those 
who are the most unfortunate of all—the 
people whom no one wants and who have | 
nowhere io go.

With one inportant exception every- 
thing ig to be sald for the adoption of this 
non-violent method in place of aymed re- 
aistanee: it carries with it no threal—a 
community resolved and trained to break 
an evil policy in this way cannot be repre- 
semiad as presenting: an ageressive threat, 
for its methods cannot be used in ageres 
aion, only in defence. 

While if menns readiness for sacrifice, 
non-violent resistance, unlike war, inflicts 
no destruction upon hose aprainst whom it 
is used, amt although it invites the destruc- 
tion Of those who use it just as does the 
method of war it is likely to produce a psy- 
chological condition ino which, even on the 
sida of those who ase tt, the number of 
deaths and tha exient of the destruetion 
will probably be mueh less than in the case 
af wary and it leaves no aftermath of 
habecd---it provides the spiritual climate 
in which differences may be reconciled in- 
atend of exacerbated, 

Tho outstanding thing that militates 
againat non-violent resistance is that it re- 
quires a very high degree of courage, much 
greater than is called for in the waging of 
war. 


That this courage doog exist André 
Trocmé's account shows; and that it can 
fe produced by dedicated and steadlast 
men, given suitable conditions, amony 
Groat masses of people has been shown by 
its use to sceure Indian independence,

A factor at Lo Chambon that we must 
not ignore is that the resistanee there 


-found i189 main expression against some: 


thing that every decent man recognised as 
a thing peculiarly evil; the persecution and 
massacre of Jews; and men of the type of 
thu two pastors and those immediately 
around thom would not in this matter be 
troubled by any uncertainty in thelr minds, 


hey knew they could not accept com- 
plicity without being degraded, 


All that was.in question was Lhe 
extent of thelr courave, and that they lad; 
and their courage  enhenartened — anil 
stiffened others around them who had not 
their strength. 

Neverthelesa it must be noted that 
although thelr attitude of non-violent re- 
sistance to evil met its main demands in 
regard fo the treatment of the Jews, these 
happenings followed a number of clear in- 
dications of the line they would take in the 
issue of war itself: these pacifista had re- 
siated the call to war, they had opposed the 
necoplance of Petain’s “ Lerion of War 
Vatarans,” and they had resisted demands 
foy Lhe uso of the Fascist saluie and for 
the compulsory saluting of the flag in 
sehools, And they were to maintain their 
rasninta non-violence during the Hberation 
happenings.

Whay happened at Chambon is a small, 
hut very moving and plorious experiment 
this points the way. 

At the Peace Pledge Union A.G.M. this 

car Michael Tippett painted ta Lhe posxi- 
bility of mnother pilot experiment when he 
anid that if the people of Germany who 
foel the division of their country to be a 
deep moral wrong would reaisc this wrong 
by non-violent menns-—-if “the prisons 
were filled by people from both sides cros- 
sing and reerosalng the boundary "---then 
the xuttention of the whole world would 
become foenused, “not only on the wrong 
fteclf, buf on the meana by which this 
wrong was resisted.”

Panmunjom 

POLLOWING the truce-wrechin 

proposals put forward by the 
American comtnand, in which we now 
learn that Dr. Synpman Rhee had 
had ao hand, there was an adjourmmen: « 
thee imection for the Amertenn Consnane 
to seek new instruetions, ao further post 
pMenment until Monday last, aud followin 
nm secret meeting between the twa sides 
that took place on that day, there was a 
furthes adjournment for a week. 

We have certutnly lost nothing throush 
not being Lold what took place at Monday's 
ineeting. At the press briefings that have 
occurred afler all these Panmunjoni talk 
cach side presented the case it: had taken 
into the fent and poured scorn on the case 
that the ether side had brought, so that 
oue sometimes wondered whether there had 
ever been a process of translation or 
whether that phase had been c¢limtnated as 
the unnecessary waste of time that it 
obviously was. 


Perhaps we may now hope that there is 
serious discussion, and serious consideration 
on each side of the other’s point of view. 

While this is going on we wish the plea 
made by the Executive Committee of the 
Red Gross Societies could be acted upon. 
Meeting at Geneva, as a result of eo-opera- 
tion between the Russian and British dele 
yations the Committee asked that all hos- 
tilities should cease for an agreed period, 
while this phase of the talks was brouwht 
to its conclusion, 


Bermuda and Pravda 


HETHER or not one agrees 
with the strictures in Pravda 
dealing with the proposed — talks 
between the political leaders of the 
USA, France and Great Britain at 
Bermuda, that article is in itself an 
important step along the road to a 
more peaceful climate of opinion in 
the world, 


When the Russian commentary on 
President Eisenhower’s speech was pub- 
lished in Pravda on April 17 we remarked 
thal the outstanding significunee of this 
commentary, associated with the verbatim 
publication of President Kisenhower’s com- 
ments, was that at last wenuine discussion 
Had opened. 


The great change that has come over the 
Russian approach is emphasised and 
developed in this latest Pravda pronounce- 
ment, 

Critieal as it is of the American attitude 
and of the Bermuda proposal, here is noth- 
ing of the hysterical declamation that we- 
had become so used to in the past, which 
made it a painful effort to read through 
these pronouncements seeking whatever 
basis of reason might He beneath their 
shrill abuse, 


This new. Prayda commentary, like the 
earlier article on President Kisenhowey’'s 
address, calls for scrious reading and eon- 
sideration from beyinning to end; in read- 
ing it one feels a great weight lifted off 
as compared with the effect of these 
declarations in the past. 

What the Americans are afraid of is that 
the Russians anay gain from manifestations 
of disunity among the Western powers if 
these are not resolved before they meet 
Russia, What Russia fears is that these 
preliminary talks may lead to the setting 
forth of certain “take it ar leave it” pro- 
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postt.ons from the Western powers before 

they will avree to talks at all. 

We have a yvreat deal of sympathy with 
the Russian outlouk. {t is not only that 
there is a constant temptation between 
allies who disagree (as allies so often do) 
to submerge these disagreements under an 
* unconditional-surrender ” formula; but if 
any advance in international relationships 
is to be hoped for, somewhere and at some 
time some powers will have to support 
something: not as a barenining eounter but 
because it is wood and desirable in itself, 

We have in the past deprecated the 
attitude of some English commentators who 
sought to justify a possible tendency on the 
Chinese side to keep the Korean people 
under the harrow of war as a means of 
forcing a decision on the Formosa issue, 
We should equally deprecate the British 
Government agreeing to the use of the 
international uceeptanee of the actual 
Chinese Government as a bargaining 
counter, when the recognition of that 
Government and its admission to the 
United Nations is what the British 
Government believes to be right. 

lresumably, if the difficulties of the 

French Government can be overcome in 
time, the Bermuda meeting will have to 
take place; the Pravda artiele may help 
to steer it from inaking decisions that may 
prevent the continuation of the discussion 
that is now developing between the two 
blocs. 

Bargaining with Malan 
ENIND © Britain’s (and 
America’s) official neutrality to 

the colour issue in South Africa, 

behind her positive defence of the 
colour bar in the territories .over 
which she has control, behind the 
disyrace of her attitude to Seretse 

Khama, lies the motive of war and 

preparation for war. Items: 

1. Mr. Erasmus, then South African 
Minister for War concluded agreements 
with the US and Britain two years 
ago providing for mutual military 
assistanes in the event of a third war. 
South Africa was also to buy arms fram 
Britain (destroyers, tanks, jet-planes 
have so far hoen delivered) and estab- 
lish war industries within her own 
horders, 

2. South Africa accepted recognition as a 
tail-piece of NATO. 

3. South Africa sent Air Foree units to 
Korea, She spends two million pounds 
ad year on these. 

4. South Afriea joined the talks designed 
to sel up an all-Afriea Defenee Com- 
munity. She is pledged to assist. in 
the defence vf any part of Africa 
“attaeked” hy an outside party. 
Egypt’s part in this defence arrangre- 
ment has been somewhat obscure. 
There will be some worried frowns 
now at GHQ. Is Eeypt “in” or “out.” 
Will she be “attacking” or “defena- 
ing” the Canal Zone if trouble starts.

The neighbour said she would write to 
her MP that cury evening, and she wauld 
tell all the other womdi us the factory 
where she worked to du so too, 

That was the impact of one poster in 
one window. 

More than ever J am eonyineed that the 
Nutional Service Act could not be renewed 
if, first of all, every pacifist in this coun- 
try wrote to his er her MP and then go! 
on to the job of telling the mothers that 
conscription ends this year, and won't be 
renewed “if enourh people write to their 
MP? 

There was 2 Conservative MP who 
voted against the old National Service Act 
beenuse he was convinced of his constitu- 
ent's apposition!

Tb is not washable 
and cannat be dyed, but designs can be 
stencilled on it. Jt is the old eloth of the 
country. But the people of today, the bi- 
cycle riders and pedestrians of the rreen 
lanes, wear brightly coloured shirts and 
frocks of plain or printed catton, eolours 
gray and daring that only a black skin ean 
ghow off to udvantaye, Among these woaded 
hills and green pastures here is often jittle 
but the ant-hills to destroy the illusion that 
one is back in Somerset-—-only the preat 
red tenements of the termites and the 
heautiful peop'e in their dazaling clothes 
bring one suddenly hack to the faer that 
this is Equatorial Africa, 


Of the ancient crafts of these people I 
have seen many fino examples, such us the 
weaving of elephant grass to make houses.

Mere is the story of people, far- 
mers, peasants, pastors, who did in 
fact use it against the Nazis—and 
their agents—with «a measure of 
success, 


In the district of Chambon-sur-Lignon in 
the Province of the Haute Loire of South- 
East Franee lived nearly eight thousand 
Hlugenots, descendants of those who had 
lived there gince Lhe time of the Reforma- 
tion. They formed a separate world of 
ejuntry folk still loyal to the fuith of their 
fathers. 


The two pastors of the villave were men 
who intenpreted their Christianity as in- 
volving the renunciation of violence. From 
the outset of Hiller’s adventures they pro- 
aimed their conscientious objection to the 
war method, 


After the invasion of Poland public 
opinion reparded the two men as traitors, 
accomplices of the Nazis or at least danger. 
gus fanaties, It was a time of complete 
solitude for them but happily they under- 
stood each other. 


The faith of the pastors 


Their faith was grounded in the prin- 
ciple that evil cannot be overcome by evil. 
To oppose the terror spreading across 
Europe, they were agreed, one had to use 
non-terrible means, one had to have confi- 
dence in the theme of the Mounder of their 
conimunion, that fear and the threat of 
death might be cast out by perfect love. 


Aw yet their flocks, the inhabitants of 
Chambon, did not comprehend this. 


The war, which now involved France, 
dealt nrisery wherever it reached, Refu- 
gees from the battleureas beyan to fall 
back along the roads lending south. Then 
cane the nightmare af Rotterdam and soon 
the collapse of France itself, Chambon was 
packed with fugitives, many of whom had 
los! members of their families through air- 


Atinelsy on the way, 


Weeks before the refugees arrived the 
pustars had tried to join the International 
Red Crous. They had felt that their witness 
to the pacifist eause wag aterile unless it 
issued in positive effort to relieve suffering 
and promote peace in the smail world of 
person-to-person, The French — mulitary 
authorities vefused them permission to 
aerve with the Red Cross. Now instead of 
thely going ant ta meet distress, distress 
had come io them, 


June 1940 brought the armistice between 
Hitler and Petain, and the end of the Re- 
public.

necessary for the French to reject what they 
had worshipped and to worship what they 
had rejected. That liberty for which people 
had fourht was presented by the new Gov- 
ernment as a cowardly Iupse which had 
brought about the defeat of Franee. The 
nationalism against which they had fought 
was depicted as a noble discipline whieh 
eredted the virtues of “work, family and 
fatherland.” 


The most extraordinary thing was that 
few Vrenechman noticed the chanee.  Re- 
course was had to the experience of a faw 
men grouped around the pastors, mien who 
had known Nazisin in Germany and who 
knew that it is impossible tu make pence 
with the powers of darkness.

Those who had been Joudest in their de- 
nunciation of the pastors at the time of 
Czechoslovakia and Poland now proclaimed 
that those same men were accomplices of 
England. his was al the time when the 
British Fivet destroyed the Vichy Navy in 
the Bay of Oran, 


From (910 to 1941 the Vichy Government 
made three efforts to bring into line Lhe 
ex-servicemen, the churches and French 
youth. Jt was at this time that eollective 
resistance bean to show itself, There were 
yeveral incidents in Chambon waich revealed 
the influence of the pacifist pastors and the 
growing moral and spiritual strength of 
the people. 


Petain’s oath altered 


The Legion of War Veterans, which later 
berame Petain’s party, was set up. 


With few exceptions, all the men of the 
districl went inte it for fear of lasing their 
jobs. Yet, inspired by the vwo pastors, the 
Chairman of the Chambon proup added to 
the oath of obedienee to the Marshal, these 
words: “ns far ag the orders [ receive are in 
conformity with God's will.” 


Nothing happened to him. Within a year 
the Jocal section of the Legion had became 
useless to the Vetain poles for checking on 
public opinion trends.

For some months alarming news had 
been reaching Chambon about the frightful 
living eondilions of the Jews interned in

Link with the Quakers 


The Church wag very moved and decided 
to send one of its pastors with relief to 
help the social workers who were already 
at work in the camps, The pastor went 
and found there a group of American 
Quakers who were still active in Marseilles 
at that time. 


They proposed that he should take to 
Chambon any refugee children who might 
be got out of internment. 


Soon “Quespy” was opened, the first house 
for children at Chambon. In a few months 
seven other houses to receive the children 
were opened by various movements, 


This move was undertaken quite con- 
sclously at a time when it was dantrerous 
to shelter Jews. It was an action through 
which the people of Chambon determined 
their position. With this fraternal gesture, 
asserting 2 constructive reply to the fanatic.

Six weeks before the Liberation, almost 
without firing a shot, the Maquis captured 
120 Germans who were trying to get to 


Lyons across the mountain. They included 
the German Regional Commander, his staff, 


some Gestapo officers and a body of 
privates. They were brought to Chambon 
and imprisoned in a country house, This 


was the time when the 
story of the Oradour 
massacre Was being 
eirceulated and every 
German was held res- 
ponsible for the crime. 


The pastor made 
himself very unpopular 
with the Maquisards 
by visiting the 
prisoners. At first none 
of the Germans had 
any sense of guilt, for 
they believed in’ the 
early victory of Hitler 
and looked on them- 
selves as the innocent 
victims of Communist 
terrorists..

Small towns and the countryside where 
people know one another seem more 
adapted for this methed. In particular 
peasants escape from the mastery exerted 
by radio and Press; but they are timid con- 
formists, incapable of initiative. Yet the 
initiative must be taken, and if it coincides 
with the deepest sentiments of the popula- 
tion they will give reliable if tacit approval. 


“There is,” it declared, “an une 
hridgeable contrast between the chuvreh 
and a conception of man and soeiety 
which regards workers as objects af 
barter who can be bought or requiat 
honed arbitrarily wlthout considera 
tion for person, canseience and the 
most sacred feeling of man.”

All of these conditions, existed in the 
Chambon district between 1989 and 1944, 
It was impossible to arrest seven or elght 
thousand persons, so the authorities had 
to come to terms with them. 


CONCLUSION 


War resistance must 
include something else 


One cannot draw from the suecess of the 
non-violent resistance at Chambon any 
lesson of a line of conduct which would 
inevitably ensure success. Identical circum- 
stances are never repeated, 


On the other hand, the attempt at 
resistance in the Chambon distriet was very 
imperfect, Rarely during the course of it 
did those taking part have a feeling of 
dazaling success. Only when it was all 
over, when trying to evaluate what hap- 
pened to them did they feel obliged to thank 
God for the daily proof He had given of 
His existence, and of his intervention in 
human affairs as soon as a few men place 
complete confidence in Him, On one point 
the experience was unsatisfying: it was not

The statement is distinetiy irenie in tole, 
and itg central contention js that “ both 
pacifists and non-pacifists, the leaders and 
teachers of the Church us a whole, the 
ecumenical Church, need to tackle anew and 
together this task of making the wisdom 
and the energies of the Spirit potent in the 
temporal order.” 

This task is hindered, the writers assent, 
by the fact that “with few exceptions the 
members of the Church jin the present erisis 
ou both sides of the fron Curtain are bound 
primarily to the nation in which they hap- 
pen to belong and the culture jn which they 
have been reared, The Church simply is 
not their basic standing-ground,” 

They point out that in time of war it 
is assumed that nohody can extricate 
himself from his nation, “but very few 
Christians in atty country take the stand 
that it is inconceivable that an American 
Christian should war upon a German or 
Russian or Chinese Christian—or vice 
versa. In other words ... all take the 
kiand that the bedy of the NA‘TION 
cannot be rent asunder, but the body of 


CHRIST can! The nation, not the 
Chureh, is the ‘destiny’ men cannot 
eseape.”” 


It is urged that contemporary churehes 
and) Christians must break through the 
limitations of their respective Western and 
Communist cultures and nationalisms, “as 
the Apostolic Church had to break through 
the shell of Judaism... The Church 
cannot save the Western nations and 
cultures in their present forms. If it 
identifies jis own fate with theirs, the 
Church as an institution will perish.’ Tb

CENSORSHIP IN KOREA 
U.S. army hides its blushes 


The Army tnformafion Digest, an 
official publication distributed to mene- 
bers of the reserve aud others, hus in- 
advertently let an embarrassing cat 
out of the bay, 


Maj. Karl Von Vorgtlander, a one- 
time press censor a. Korea, writes in 


the current issue: “Stories that 
mould — cue embarrassment to the 
United States, Us allies or neutral 


countries, as well as those of « critical 
natare whieh might bring our forces 
or those of our allies tite disrepute 
were banned” in NKorea. The ban has 
been in force for tivo yours. 

Thus the American public hus pre- 
sumably been shielded fron. “ embar- 
rassing ' stories without reference to 
their military value. The restrictions 
cited by Maj. Von Voigtlander were in 
addition to these proper safeguards 
ayainst publication of ‘information 
of miliary value to the enemy.” 

The major apparently thinks the 
censorship standards quite praiser 
worthy. But are these not, precisely 
the same standards which led to with- 
holding fur nearly a decade the evi 
dence of Rassian reapousibility for the 
Katyn forest massacres? Are they 
not the same standards that any pub- 
lic official in hot water might Uke to 
apply to the report of hie public 
stewardship? Tle, too, would like to 
avoid embarrassment.

This is an 
histerie terrain in which men and nations 
are for ever stumbling into pitfalls, not 
because d4hey are inordinately stupid, but 
because this is terrain where there is no 
longer a place for the foot to rest.
